BEGINNING 10 S0AR

COSMETICS ARE NOW VERY
COSTLY

LOCAL CONDITIONS

Anderson Druggists Receive New
Quotations Showing Goods
Much Higher

In keeplug with the tremendous ad-
vanee in the price of foodstuffs and
wearing apparel since the FEurapean
wir began, announcement s made
thut drugs and chemicals are going
up by leaps and bounds. A well known
local druggist was notified yosterday
that the price of a certain variety of
glnger ale imported from Ireland had
advanced $% per barrel and that In all
probubllity the Increase would amount
to 100 per cent should the European
war continue. -

The advance in drugs and other
commodities handled by druoggists
seems to be general, according to Mr,
Evans, who quoted figures showing
the increase in price of different
brands of perfumery. 'I'his class of
goods comes prinelpally from France,
and the ports of that eountry are now
rigidly blocked, Chemicals of which
drugs are manufactured in this coun-
try are running short because of the
blockade of certain Buropean ports
and the situation Is not expected to
improve any tlme soon. Quinine Is
being quoted at figures far ubove the
ordinary and denlers in this variety
of druga aro exnectlug p continuous
advance,

Goods handled by the Natlonal
Bilgcuit company have ns yet felt no
effect of the trouble in Europe. It was
learned yesterday that there had been
no advance in goods handled by that
concern, 1 ¢
- According to information from the
local agency of Armour & Company
there has been no recent advances of
any {mportance in goods handled by
thnt concern with the exception of
dry salt meat, which has advanced
11-4 since the European trouble be-
gan, An effort s, being made by that
concern to hold its commodities down
to normal prices despite the trouble
abroad. .

Sugar I8 advancing in  price by
leaps and bounds, it was learned yes-
terday. Prices quoted yeaterduy by a
local wholesale dealer were $7.26 to
$7.30 per hundred pounds, as com-
pared with $5.40 per hundred a week
ago, showing an advance of nearly
two cents a pound in seven days.
Coffee, it wag learned, is advancing in
proportions almost equal to that 0:
sugar. Practically all other classes 0
foodstuffs show a mearked advance in
price since the trouble abroad begun.

Washington, August 1411 became
known today that President Wihison
and Secretary Uryan oppoged the
floating of any loans In the United
States for the benellt of any belliger
ent Kuropean powers.
Both the president and Mr. Bryan
today studled the sltuation arising out
of the Inquiry of J, P, Morgan and
company as to what would be the ad-
mini:tratlon’s attitude In case certnin
banking interesta which had - ap.
proach them should try to float a loan
for the French pgovernment.

Mr. Bryan would not discuss thr,
subject. In view of the Intimation
in a statement issued by the Morgan
company that the state department
might desire to refrain from any ex-
pression of opinion <o a8 not to com-
mit the government to any policy, the
secretary was asked I his reticence
could be Interpreted as meaning that
nothing more would be said about ft
by the department.

“1 eannot say anything about the
fulure,” he answered.

Persons close to the administration
sald there probably would be no ex-
pression on the subject because of o
desire not to offend even by influence
the French rovernment, mentioned as
a prospective borrower. It neverthe-

less was generally understood that the

Law, It was said later that the pres-
ident agreed with the ldeas advanced
by Messrs Reinsch and Strouss. At
that time Mr. Strauss sald:
“Everyone knows that the maoney
advanced to belligerents signifies the
glving to them of meuans of securin
war instruments. Money is the most
effective war instrument, It is sim-
ply sophistication to hold that a ncu-
tral cannot loan money to a belliger-
ent without performing an unneutral
act, and yet permit the subjects of o
neutral notinn to do this, ‘Yet the in-
ternational authorities are practi-
cally agreed on the discrimination,
The president believes the floating
of loans might stir up resentment
in foreign countries as well as among
foreign born cltizens in the United
States. 5

FEDERAL FORCES
AFTER THE FACTS

Investigations' Will Be Thorough
As to The Cause of Preszent
High Prices

Washington, Aug, 14.—Legal forces,
state and federgl, all over the coun-
try, got into actlon today carrying out
President Wilson's suggestion for an
Investigation of whether food prices
are belng artificlally Increased on the
pretext of the Kuropean war, and for
criminal prosecutione if that Is found
to b2 Lthe cpse,

The national capital led the eam-
paign with n grand jury investigation
to  whieh commission merchants,
wholesalers and retalicts, buyers for
hotels and restanurants, were gubpoe-
noed and citizens having evidence
were Invited,

Reports of other investigations be-
ginning in many localities by United
States attorneys aud state and county
authorities began pouring into the at-
torney general's office. ' Special
agents of the department of justice
started thelr search for evidence of
manipulations or other methods of
price fixing, and Secretary Radfield
sent detajled instructions to agents of
the depsrtment of commerce on car-
r{ylng out thelr part of the investiga-
tion. 3 2y
After a confarente between Pres-
ddent Wilson, Attorney (leneral  Me-
Reynolds and' Secretary Fndfield, ‘at
which the planh was generally = dis-
cuased, the attornev general sald he
